on and from the 31«t January 1000

group of provinces to which he js transferred. But the 
transfer thus made on tbe cadres affected need not involve 
the immediate lemoval of tbe officer himself, where this is 
inconvenient, from the one province to the other. The pay 
which he draws will be that of the appointment, whether 
substantive, sub. pro tern, or officiating, on the cadre to 
which hi.5, name istvausfeKcdjhui.wiiV he debited against 
the province in which he actually serves. He wiU thus not 
be seconded, nor wiU his temporary absence from the

and Agneiilture Secretariat, to assist the Government of 
India in dealing with the Forest business which comes 
befoie them. He also controls the TVorking-Plans Brooch, 
and the Imperial Forest School at Debra Ddn, Xh© 
Supennteiideut of "VTorking-Plans isalso Assislaut Inspector 
General 
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51. (i) The Inspector General may correspond officially 
with Conservators on professional subjects, including the pre- 
paration o! 'Worhing-Plans, and on any other matters vrhich 
do not involve questions of administrative or general policy. 

Except as provided in article 85, no instructions n-iU be 
issued by him in the course of such correspondence. 

(ii) The Inspector General may write to a Local Govern- 
ment with reference to any professional matter, and he may, 
when on inspection tours, submit to a Local Government 
reports or notes on the forests visited, either direct or 
through the Government of India. 

(ill) Generally, the Inspector Genei-al may submit to the 
Government of India reports or notes, under bis own signa- 
ture, on any question connected with the administration and 
management of the forests in any province, to be dealt with 
in such manner as may be approved by the Government of 
India. 

(iv) The correspondence of the Inspector General will be 
recorded in montbly volumes of Proceedinars, copies of which 
will be submitted to the Government of India and be distri- 
buted to all Local Governments and Conservators. In addi- 
tion, copies of letters on important matters will, whenever 
necessary, be forwarded at once to the Government of India 
or to the Local Gorernmeot, as the case may be, 

58, The Inspector General will, whenever it shall appear Impection ot 
desirable, inspect Conservators* and Divisional Offices, and 
will submit reports on them to the Local Government, the 
Accountant General, and the Government of India.

The figures of the Budget and Revved Estimates should 
he those sanctioned by the Goveirninent of India in the 
linance Department. 

An esplanation should be giren of differences bettreen 
B and D, detuiling the cause in each case. If the Revised 
Estimate differs in any marked degree fi’om the final actuals, 
an explanation should be recorded of the circumstances under 
which it did not more exactly correspond with the actuals. 

A note should be made explaining any noteworthy 
dlffctencB between, the actuals of the year of estimate and 
those of the preceding year. 

Every excess of actual expenditure over Budget figures 
should he carefully explained, and, if it is more than a petty 
amount, it should be shown how and why the Budget check 
failed and when tbe matter was reported to Government. 

The most important explanations required are those which 
relate to the differences between B and D, i.e., between the 
original Budget and the actuals of tbe year in question, and 
they should be fully stated. 

As regards differences between A and D, i.e., between the 
actuals of the two years, attention need be drawn only to 
the leading features of the differences, without very detailed 
remarks. 



CHAPTER IV. 
CASH ACCOUNTS. 


Paet I.— general rules. 

147. Every officer who is authorised to receive and dis* 

burse Government money will keep his accounts in a bound (Ponnho.u) 
Cash Book (Porm No. 24), in which he will enter all money 
transactions as they occur. Sufficient details will be given 
in the column “ Particulars,” to admit of the main points of 
each transaction being readily ascertained without reference 
to the detailed vouchers. The Gash Book will be closed 
monthly. 

148. All accounts must be kept in the most regular and 
open manner. All receipts, disbursements, and charges of 
whatever sort connected with the public service must be 
clearly shown in the Cash Book ; and no irregular or separate rrStteV 
accounts permitted. 

149. (1) Duplicates or copies of receipts or vouchers are Lo.tormu,iBs 
in no case to be issued by any Government officer on tbe alle- mireh” 
gatlon that the originals are lost or missing.

sity arises for such a document, a certificate may be given 
that, on a specified day, a certain sum on a certain account 
was received from or paid to a certain person. 

(h) This prohibition extends only to the issue of dupli- 
cates on the allegation that the originals are lost, and does 
not apply to cases where, under existing rules, duplicates 
are required to he prepared with tbe originals. 

150. (i) Members of the Office establishment should not

fercQce that met at Dehia on the 22nd March 1890, is to bo established 
for assisting m tbe imodnct of examinations and advising on matters 
connected with the admimstrition of the Forest School at Debra, in the 
North-Western ProTitices. 

2 His Excellency tbe Governor General in Council considers that 
the objects which tbe Confereoee bad in view will be sofficienlly met by 
the appointment of all CoDservators as ex offieto members of the Board ; 
provided that, as a rule and except for special reasons approved by the 
Government of ludia, not more than three Conservators (selected as tar 
as posMble m rotation), and in no case more thau one Conservator from 
each province, should he deputed to attend any one meeting of the 
Board, aod, further, that, except for urgent reasons, not more thin one 
meeting should be called during the year, and that this should take 
place in March, when the annual ezaroinatjons are held. Thsatteodsuce 
ol each Conservator Would, under the'te provisions, be usually required 
once in every five years. 

d. Bis bicelleney m Council now desires that Local Governments

3 The itQpro\emeot of State forests la India has depended, and will 
for some tune continue to depend, in no sinaU measure, on the adapta- 
tion to them of scientific pnucipUs borrowed from France and Germany, 
Nod^r existiDg arrangement‘’j candidates selected for the Indian Forest 
Service undergo a piehminary course of practical instruDtion, for a few 
weeks, m the fore«fs of eilher Prance or Germany, bat progress m 
Forestry is on the Continent so rapid that the knowledge which they 
acquire during their comparatively short tours, and at a time when 
their practical acquamtarce with the subject is only commenc ng, is 
fonnd to be insufficient for the needs of Forced Administration in India 
It has therefore been determined to give facilities to officers who have 
proved, by the merit of their work in India, that they are capable of 
assimilating and tnruiog to aoconot useful knowledge to study Forestry 
on the CoDticent when ab«cnt from India on furloogh Sach officers, 
if carefaJJy geJected, would, it IS confidentty anticipated by the Govern- 
ment of India, be enabled, both by their special caoacity ^nd their prac- 
tical experience of what is required m India, to bring back with them 
and introduce into Indian Forest Adunoistration the most important 
itnprovemeDts of the Contmeatal sV6t«a»*wh«eh may be applicable to this 
country, more especially m connection with the preparation and control

II —The Local GoveTmaent will forward the application to the In- 
spector-General of Forests, with the remarhs of the Coo^eivator and its 
own recommendation m the case 

IIL— The Inspector-General of Forests will submit the application to 
the Government of India for orders 

IV. — The Government of India will require to be satisfied that the 
officer applying IS likely to profit by the additional ezpenence which he will 
gam by Continental study, and that he possesses a sufficient I nowledge 
of the language of the country which it is proposed that he should visit 

V —The application must reach the Goverament of India not less 
than four mouths before the date on which it is proposed to commence 
a CoQtmental tour. 

VI —If the application is sanelioned, the officer should place himself 
incomuiunicatKin with the Inspector General of Forests, under whose in 
Etnictions the plan of study proposed wiU be ananged 

VII —If an officer sbould be deputed direct from India to the Conti- 
nental forests, he will leceive his orders from the Government iq India , 
but if he should proce^ te Eoglaod, it is adwsabJe tb'it be should leperfc 
himself to the Revetme Secretary at the India Office, and it will rest 
with the Secretary of Slate to decide what localities are to be Tinted 

VIII — The total period to be spent on deputation will not, as a 
rule, exceed six months, and an officer will not be allowed, save m 
very exceptional oircamstances, to proceed to the Continent under these 
rules more than once At Ibo end of the period of deputation the officer 
eeleoted will submit to the India Office a diary showing how his time has 
been spent, and a report which shoald indicate fully the nature of the 
operations studied, and which should also include suggestions as to the 
application of such operations to India The Secretary of State will decide 
whether the diary and the report show that the time of the officer has 
been properly employed, and will determine accordingly for what period 
the daily allowance admissible under Rule IX may reasonably be granted 

IX — -Each officer will be paid, through the India Office, the cost of a 
first class return ticket or two single tickets in cases where a retain 
ticket available for the period of deputation is not procurable between 
Loudon and the place to which be may be initially deputed, or, if he 
should proceed to the forests without first coming to England, he will be 
paid bis railway fare from the port of debarkation to the place to which 
he may be initially deputed and his fare from the latter place to London, 
provided that the aggregate amoant does not exceed the sum to which 
he wonld have been entitled if he had proceeded from London He will 
also. Subject to the preceamg rale, be granted a daily allowance of ten

3. A reference to tlie resolution of ISth February 1893, and the rules 
which accUtnpanicd vt, will show that tb® object m view was, not the 
genfral itoprovement of a Forest OScer's knowledge of forestry, bot 
that he should “bnog back with bim, aud introduce into Indian forest 
administration the most important iDprovementa of the Continental 
systems which may be applicable to this conntry.'' Tbe intention was 
that the contes'ion in qnestioo should be extended only to specially 
selected officers, that a specific problem should be cho®en for inquiry 

m each case and that a dehn te plan of study should be laid down by 

tbe Inspector-General of Forests before the officer left India, It is 
probably true that no Forest Officer of intelligence could visit any of 
the Continental centres of forestry without bringing away some- 
thing that would he oi u«e to hii» But it was not and le not the 
intention of the Goverument of India that desultory touring of* this 
nature «hould be performed at the puhUc expense. 

8. I am to request that Local Governments will give due weight to 
theee considerations when applications under the rules ate made to them 
in future for transmisEion to the Inspector-Gezieral of Forests,

105^. Excepting in the case of baildings required for the aecom* 
modatiou of troops, etc. (see chap XX) and for buildings requiied 
for the u«e of the department. Executive Cnsineers shall ia uo case 
disburse the rent of hired premises unless ordered to do so by the Local 
Government concerned. 

Bent of buildings. 

1059. It is the duty of the Executive EngineeJ to endeavour to 
get tenants for public buildings not immediately regoned for Govern- 
meut use. They should generally be let from month to month, but a 
]ea«e may be given with the Chief Eogioeet's sanoiios. A clause in 
the agreement should be added when necessary to enable the Executive 
Engineer to terminate the lease at sboit notice lo case the building is 
requited by Government. 

1060. Public buildings let to private individuals shall not be 
altered or enlarged at Goverament expense to suit the tenant, and 
pereoQs occupying public buildings on rent are prohibited from making 
any alterations, even at tbeir own expense, unless with the express 
coueuxteuce ot the Executive Ecgvueer The tact o£ any addiUona nv 
alterations being made by the tenant confers do right of ownership 
on him, nor cau the fact of the occupant having made additions or 
alterations at ills oiru expense be consideied as giving him any claim 
to a set-ofE against, or duninuliou of, tent These conditions should 
le entered in the agreement or lease.

Iq disposing of BtiCD pioposals, each uase most tteeessanly he 
dealt with un its loeiits Bat the Ooveinioeut of India think that 
It will be couveoiuat to ludicate the general piiaciples in accordaoca 
with which these meiits will he weighed, and wnb reference to winob 
such pioposale should be fiaaaed lam directed, therefore, to communi* 
cate, for lofoimatioii and guidance, the folioiviug observations and 
oiders 

2. When a grant of the nature under diecassion is proposed as one of 
the terms of a conceseion, the fir»t queecion that arises is whethei the 
pioposals of which the giant forme a poiUoii aie or are not unnecessaiily 
liberal lu oidei to assist the Goveinmeut of India in deciding this 
question, the appioximate money value of the piopo'ei giant should 
invariably be stated, the Government of India are incliaed to think 
that bucU giants have, iit gome instaueee, been proposed without sufficient 
consideration.

5 But when, as is often the case, the work m qne'tion will be of 
real assistatiLe m the development of forest revenne, by affording a new 
or improve<l exit for produce or means of plicing it on the market, there 
nppears to be nothing in the j«asi commercial ba<is of the Department 
which need prevent its contriboting to the construction of the work 
{snch contribution being dnly taken into account in settling the terms) 
an snch manner as msy be most convenient to both parties 

6. When once the terms of a concession have been sanctioned by 
Government and accepted by the conee«8iona re, no grant can be sane* 
tioned withont a fall equivalent, as that would be a mcxIilTcation of the 
terms of the contract against the interests of Government 

7 In cases, however, where a «pectal grant of timber free or at 
{avonrable rates is not ndmi^iole nnder the principles thns laid down, 
it does not always follow that Government shonld take advantage of 
the nece«8itieB of the ca«e to exact for their timber growing on the spot 
•the highest rate which it wonld eo«t the constrnctors of the work to bnng 
wood from the nearest private source of mpplv. In the case of railways, 
•tramways, and the like, which, even though they may be of no immediite 
n^e to the Forest Department, develop the conolry and I enefit the pnblio 
a rea«onahle liberality miy fairly be exercieed In snch ea«es the timber 
standing on the land which is made over to the constrnctors may 
always be sold lo them at favonrable rates, or, if its valne is insignifi* 
cant, be given to them iltogetber And scch additional timber asmay be 
required for pnrposesof construction «bonId be sold to them at rates which 
represent a fair and reasonable mean between the value of the timber 
as it stood before the commencement of the work increased the local 
demand for it and the high price which they might be prepared to pay, 
rather thanbe compelled to bring their «qpply from a con«idenble distance 

8 Ihe existing rules which regulate the tree grant of forest produce 
will be fouii 1 in section* 107 of the Forest Code The Government 
of India have, however, decided to extend the discretion therein allowed 
to Local Governments, and the ■section will be recast in the form 
appended to this letter The grants dealt with in this section are special 
grants for specific pnrposes Those general forest concessions in favour 
-of villagers, agncnltiirtsts, and the like, which I ave recently formed the 
subject of a Resolutiont m this Department, are beyond the scope of 
the present commnnication

S The Goreroment of India recognize ibat mack hss been done 
iQ recent yea*^ by the Porert Department to derebp a market for its 
produce, and to endeafoor to meet tbe demand created by the extension 
o£ railsrayB and by works of private enterprise Bnt ca«es haTe occurred 
in which raHtrays bare been nnaWe to ntiJiae timber which was 
available in the Goveronient forests tbrongh or near which they passed, 
and ID one particular instance it has been ascertaiued that the sleepers 
were actnally imported from a distant part of India and from Anstr^, 
though suitable timber existed m Government forests immediately 
adjacent to the railway In view of these facts, it seems desirable 
to invite attention to the principles which should guide the Forest 
Department in such ^matters, in order to prevent the recurrence of 
similar cases 

3 The orders of 1896 refer to constroction only, and relate only 
to the fore’ts adjomiQg railways in coarse of constroction Their 
guiding principle is that, in the ca«e of timber required for works 
which will develop the country and benefit the pnblic, the price charged 
by the Forest Department should be a reasonable mean between the 
local value of the titobei as it stood before the commencement of tbe 
work iDcrensed the local demand, and tbe price which the railway would 
have to pav to obtain it elsewhere Tbe fntore value of the limber is to 
be expressly escloded from consideration Interpreted mth tbe rea 
sooable liberality which was enjome^, the principle enunciated is a fair 
one Bnt the ca^es ladicated m the preceding paragraph shew that 
its meaoiDg has been impeifecily apprehended, one of toe results being 
*1 losa of bnsme^s to tbe Forest Department 

4 But apart from the special case of cooslruction, and m tbe case 
of ordinary sales where it is penni'sible for Forest officers to take the 
future value of the timber into consideration, it seems desirable to point 
out that its value is to be estimated, not at what it has cost to produce 
but by tbe price it wiU command either at toe fitne or in the immediate 
future, since whatever an article may have cost, it is worth no more 
than it will fetch 10 the market Aod it has furiber to be remem* 
bered that timber IS perishable, so that sale at a low pnce is preferable 
to lettiog tbe wood pensli in hopes of a fatare higher pnce , and that 
limber is reprouncible, so that oothiog bnt the certainty of good nnces 
m the immolate future Would justify the bolding over of unsold timber 
m preference to the acceptance of lower rates 

0 It may not always be possible for the Forest Department to 
compete in the open loatket with private sellers such, for instance, 
as the owners of private zamindaii forests, who have no regard to the 
future of their foresta and who look only to immediat'* profits. In such 
cases competition is often itnpo^nble as loi^r the private supply of 
timber bolds out But such cases are exceptional , and the general 
pnnciple to be borne m mind is that it is as mncb tbe duty of the 
Fore^ officer to dispose of his prodaee as it la to produce it. It does 
not follow, because a certain pnce has been obtained for part of the 
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stock, that the disposal of fbe reoiatodor at a lower price is Qeces«3rily 
nodesitahle. It th« entite supply winch is a'v&daWe can he sold at 
the higher price within a teasooably short nitervai, it is o£ course iight\ 
to defer sale ; hut DDlcsathiais the caie^ sale at a lower price U desirable 
io order to secure the dispoeal of the stock, provided only that the price 
is remunerative. And in detemtoing that question the cost of the 
normal forest estahhsbtneot, which must in any ca«e he roaiutained, 
should not be tnl.cn into account. If the cost of the establishcfient 
actually ntilived for the extraction of the produce is covered, any fnrther 
receipts for timber or other produce which would otlierwjse be unsale- 
able are to be counted as profits 

6. In conclusion it may he pointed out, in conuectton with the 
supply of timber to Badway Companies, thit it is unnecessary and 
probably nnde«irahle for the Forest Department to undertoke depart- 
mental operations when sleepers are obtainable from contractors who fell 
and convert them m the loreat. But in such cases much may be done 
by the Forest Department to assist other Government Depaitments by 
bringing these men into touch with the railway nnd other purchasers of 
produce with the view otsupplymc theit demands It should not be 
forgotten that the fact that a Departmeot i« managed on commercial 
lines dees not celievo its officers from the doty of assisting other Oovero- 
meut Departments, and other undertakings for ihi* devriopment of lbs 
country whuh are being conducted under the sanction of Government, in 
every way that is consistent with their duty to their orvn Department,

*6176 agncuUntal interests mote directly than at pTe«ent , and in his 
Review ot Forest Admimstration for 189i*^S tbe Inspsctor General 
of Forests discas^es in some detail the principles nhiob should underlie 
the nianageoient of Stnte forests in British India Ithile agreeing, 
generally, with the prioctples tlms eooncistedhy the Inspector^Oeneral 
of Forests, the Government of India think that it will be convenient to 
state here the general policy which th^’y desiro should be followed m 
this matter, more especially as they nre of opinion that an imperfect 
vpprebension of that policy has, in some recent instances been mani- 
fested 

2 Tb® sole object with which State forestsare administered is the 
public benefit In some cases the pnblic to he benefited are the whole 
body of tax payers, in others, the people of tbe tract within which the 
forest la svtmted , bat m almost alt ca^es the constitution and preeerva 
tion of a forest involve, in greater or less degree, the regnlation of 
rights and the restriction of^pnvilege* of user in the forest area which 
may have previonsly been enjoyed by the inhabitants of its immediate 
neighboarbood This regulation and restriction are justified onlv wl cn 
tbe advantage to be gamed bribe pabhc is great, and the rardinal 
principle to be observed is that tbe rights and privileges of mdividuils

S Tbe forests of India, being State property, may he broadly clas ed

It IS not intended tbatanp attempt sbonld be made to class existing 
State forests under one or other of ibese four beads Some forests may 
occupy intermediate positions, and parts of one and the same forest may 
fall under different heads The classification is useful only as affording 
a basis for the indication of the broad policy TTliicb should gorern the 
treatment of each class, res| ectively , and m applying the geueial policy, 
the fullest consideration roust be given to local circumstanees 

4- lie first class of forests are generally situated on bill slopes, 
irbere the preservation of such legetation as exists, or the encourage 
nient of furtlier growth, is essential to the protection from the devastat- 
ing action of bill torrents of ihe coltivatcd plains that be beloiv them 
Here the interests to be protected are imporiant beyond all companson 
mth tbe interests which itmay be iieces^ary to restrict, and, so loug 
as there IS a reasonable hope of the restriction being effectual, tbs les«cr 
interests must not be allowed to stand in the way .

6 It should also be lemembeted that, subjeat to ct*ttaia conditions 
to be referred to pre«ently, the claims of cultivation are stronger than 
the claims of forest preservation The pressure of the population 
upon the soil is one of the greatest difficulties that India has to face, and 
that application of the soil must generally be preferred wbicb will sup 
port the largest numbers in proportion to the area Accordingly,

the en 1 of parngrai b b of this Resolution should be observed, and con- 
siderations ot income should be made secondary to the fnll 8iti«faciion 
of local needs.

But where the villages of the tract hive already ample pasture grounds 
attached to tbeir cultivation and owned and managed by themselves, and 
where the Crown lands merely sutplement tlere pastures, aid afford 
giszii g to a nomnd pastrol population, or to the herds that shift from 
one portion nf the country lo nnctber.with the changes of the season 
Government may justly expect to reap a fair income from its property

which such a power holds oat ’Where the interests involved are 
Bufficiently important, it may perhaps be neces'ary to accept the danger 
o£ extortion while minimizing as far as possible the opportnoities for it

It is to be distinctly understood that the Government of India do 
not desire that grazing should be looked npon primarily as a source of 
income But it by no means follows that all revenues from scattered 
Government lands should be relinquished It is, indeed, ii advisable 
that this should he done, as to do so would give the raiyats an interest 
in opposing allotment and making things unpleasant for new occupants

been relinquished be let to outsiders at a reduced a«seesmei}t for grazing 
purposes for then we might have sp colators taking up such field*,

16 Onemorepointof principle remains to be noticed The procedure 
under Chapter IV of the Indian Forest Act, whereb) forests are declared 
to he protected, has been in certain cases regarded by the Govetoment of 
India as a provisional and intermediate procedure designed to afford 
time for cousideiation and decistou with the object of ultimately con 
stitntiDg 80 much of the area as it is intended to retain, a reserved forest 
under Chapter II, and of relinquishing the remainder altogether. The

Uisot-nriOH.-— In paragraph 6 of Circnlar Kesolntion No. 18 P., 
dated 29ih July 1891, it xtaa remarked as follows : — 

"Thers will at pr€»enthe 193 officers on Ihe Upper Controlling Staff [siclnsiTe of 
cffieen cn foreign utncs). and 86 officers on tba Lower Controlling SiaS. The 
Upper Controllio c Staff will be divided into an Imperial and a PrOTioelal Eranch. 
At ths outlet the Upper Controlling 6taS will eompnie only officer! of the Inpenal 
UrsDch. but, aa opportunities ooenr. they «»1! be replaced by officers of tbe Proviucisl 
Erasch up to a Iiinit of 40 appointments.’* 

Since the above was written, 17 appoiotments have been added to 
the Upper Controtling Staff m Durma, of which are ultimately to 
be transferred to tbe Provincial Service.

Wherever, as noted above m para 1, an appoint- 
ment has already been ttansfeiredl direct from a higher grade than 
the lowest, the corresponding Tmnerial appointment will be retained 
for the present in the Imperial list as a pilot appointment. As soon, 
as the trinsfer of appoiotments to lh6 Pronaciaf cadre ts complete in 
any province, the Piovineial Service of that province will be relf-con- 
tiined and inde^ndeni, and will cease to have any connection with the 
Imperial list. Table A shows in detail how the processor transfer 
would be worked in an imagiaary province.

It is in each ase for the Local G)veroinent to decide, 
With reference to the considerations set forth in the next following 
paragraph, which of their Provincial officers is to he promoted to the 
new appointment , and the fact that the appointment which an officer 
holds happens to have been added to the list by transfer, gives him no 
sort of claim to the next higher appointment which may be transferred, 
as the pilot appointment rises So, again, the fact that a pilot appoint-^ 
ment reaches a point on the Impeiial list at which its incumbent, if it 
was still Vornc on that list, would receive officiating or sub pro tem, or 
provisional substantive promotion, creates no claim to such promotion 
on the Provincial list The promotion on that list is entirely independent 
of the Imperial list , no appointment can be held by any Provincial

liesolutioa of tte GoTemment of India, Finance Department Acconuts and Fioane , 
Eitimates and Accounts, No 6027 A dated Simla the 9th September 1905 
The Government of India have had imder consideration the ques- 
tion of the preparation and submission of, and the method of dealmg 
with, the Budget Estimates known as the* India" Estimates, being 
those of the minor proviaces, and the Departments and officers directly 
under the Government of India The pie ent Mactice is that the 
Tanons Administrations, Heads of Departments, Residents, Political 
Agents, etc , prepare their Budget Estimates and snbmit them to the 
Comptroller, India Treasmies, who etamines each estimate, makes 
such alterations as aie considered necessary bj him in the light of the 
information available in his office, and submits it to the Department of 
the Govemment of India concerned That Depaitment, after cnticis- 
mg the estimate and the alterations made by the Comptroller, India 
Treasuries, either passes it on to the Finance Department, or sends it 
back to the Comptrollei, India Ireasuries with its remarl.', for sabmis- 
Eion to the Unance Department. The latter Department then examines 
the estimate and passes orders on it 

2, This procedure involves the examination of a unmbei of detailed, 
and often petty, Budget Estimate*, not only in the office of the 
Comptroller, India Treasuries, but in two Department* of the Govern- 
ment of India, and entails, in the Fmance Department, an expeaditnre 
oi labour which is incommensiirate with the results obtained. The 
Government of India have therefore decided to lay down the following 
revised procedure for the foture — 

(1) All officers who submit Budget E'timate* to the Comptroller, 
India Treasunes, must follow the provisions of Article 
155 of the Civil Account Code, and should include 
in their Budget Estimate* only thote items for which 
specific Sanction or authontg exists on the date of tub- 
mtsion of the estimate Such officers will submit a 
dnplicate copy of the Budget Estimate to the adminis- 
trative Department of Government to which they are 
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subordinate If there are any items of expenditure 
whichj though not sanctioned, have been already pro 
posed, or which are likely to be sanctioned and for which
